TALK PANAMA TRIP. 


Taft and Roosevelt Have Conference 
at White House. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Dec. 17.— 
President-elect Taft visisted the White 
House to-day at the instance of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who wished to consult 
with him regarding the details of the 
forthcoming trip to Panama, which Mr. 
Taft is to take. While all of the arrange- 
ments have not been made, it was decided 
that the trip should be made with two 
cruisers of the navy. The start will be 
from Charleston on Jan. 25. 

The decision to have two cruisers to con- 
vey the President-elect is a precaution 
which has been suggested by certain Sen- 
ators on the ground that there is no legal 
provision for a successor to the Presi- 
Aency. in the event of a fatality overtak- 
ing a President-elect prior to his inaugura- 
tion. Further details of the Panama trip 
are to be worked out by President Roose- 
velt. 

This information was made known by 
Mr. Taft, who passed through here on 
his way to Augusta to-night. It is prob- 
able that Alfred Nobel of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad and Frederick P. Stearns 
of Bostcn will accompany Mr. Taft, They 
are both civil engineers. 

In the Taft party were Horace G. Taft 
of Watertown, Conn., and his wife, who 
are on their way to Florida for the hol- 
idays.

If 
this continues we will all be bankrupt.”

NOT TO ORGANIZED CHARITY 


Societies Declared Gifts Often Went to 
Undeserving Persons — Not 
Time to Investigate. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—That 
vicarious activity of Santa Claus which 
last Christmas removed from the minds 
of, some children in the community the 
deep-seated notion that the Christmas 
saint was a sncb who confined his pres- 
ents to rich childyen, is not to be re- 
peated this year. Postmaster General 
Meyer has announced that he will not 
renew the order waich last year allowed 
the delivery of the letters addressed to 
“Santa Claus" to any regularly organ- 
ized charitable soctety. 

The reason given is that many socie- 
ties reported that the time between the 
receipt of the letters and Christmas Day 
was so short that proper investigation 
could not be made, and as a result many 
of the gifts fell into the hands of “‘ unde- 
serving persons.” Also, much time of the 
investigators was wasted looking up chil- 
dren whose parents were in excellent cir- 
cumstances and quite able to provide 
them Christmas cheer, who nevertheless 
had written trustingly to the saint to 
whom all gifts in the past had been cred- 
ited. Another argument against the rule 
mentioned in the complaffits of the socle- 
ties was that the announcement that let- 
ers to Santa Claus would receive some 
answer in gift shape tended to the devel- 
opment of a begging spirit in children, 

The Postmaster General therefore has 
directed Postmasters to treat the ‘‘ Santa 
Claus" letters in accordance with those 
sections of the postal laws which provide 
that letters bearing fictitious addresses 
shall be sent to the division of dead 
letters unless the addresses of the senders 
appear upon the envelopes, in which case 
the letters will be returned to such ad- 
dresses, 

It is estimated that more than 50,000 
letters are addressed by the children of 
the country to ‘Santa Claus” annually. 

The Federation of Women's Clubs local- 
ly acted as Santa Claus last year in maf. 
ing gifts In response to 38,857 letters. 
These letters represented 14,885 indl- 
viduals to whom presents were given. 
The sum collected for this purpose was 
$2,517.70, and in addition gifts were do- 
nated for distribution of an estimated 
value of $4,500. The average value alloted 
to each child was thus less than fifty 
cents, 

An article In a recent number of Chari- 
ties and the Commons, published by the 
Charity Organization Soclety, gives the 
view of the matter as it has appeared to 
the grown-ups who have decided upon this 
elimination of Santa Claus. The article 
was written by Mary Willcox Glenn, wife 
of John M. Glenn, a Commissioner of the 
Sage Foundation. 

Of the Santa Claus letters themselves 
Mrs. Glenn speaks thus: 


The letters published in the newspapers 
had, many of them, marked characteristics. 
They reveled in gloom and * * * laid 
stress, many of them, on the death of one 
or both parents. The exuberance of fancy 
which some of us have read in the letters 
of little children seemed gone. There was 
not the old frankness and simple reliance on 
the responsiveness of the dear saint or the 
joy in the play of the imagination, which 
brings a partial satisfaction through the 
soaring of the childish spirit above the com- 
monplace. Between the lines of the pub- 
lished letters could be read the calculating 
of chances, the hallmark of the begging 
letter writer. * * ® 

The jump in the number of letters received 
at the New York Post Office was from 
115 to 1,500 In the twenty-four hours after 
the announcement. None who has had ex- 
perience in a society for material relief can 
fail to realize how large is the number of 
persons who stand ready to make the indi- 
rect appeal, and how sure it is that by 
such persons the Santa Claus letter will be 
conceived to be an excellent buffer. Dis- 
criminating societies may reject the letters 
that are unmistakably dictated by greed, 
and those that come from children whose 
simple faith makes them belleve that the 
Post Office will reach the wonderful saint. 

Sut why adopt such a cumbersome method 
of getting at facts as to bid for application 
for relief under such cover, or why try to 
make good our lack of discernment of actual 
need by frantically crowding tnto the days 
before Christmas an inquiry which because 
of its lack of deep purpose cannot be Illu- 
minating? 


The article says that the Chicago Bu- 
reau of Charities reported to the Post- 
master that of the 3,315 letters received 
2,300 were rejected. The Baltimore Fed- 
erated Charities received 316 letters; 106 
were rejected because of no address, be- 
cause they came from outside of the 
city, or because they came from the well- 
to-do quarters of the city., The remain- 
ing 210 letters were sent to district offices. 
Each agent wrote to the mother or near 
relative of the child who had written the 
letter that a Santa Claus letter had been 
received, and that an appeal for Christ- 
mas relief should be made at the office. 

Seventy-five persons responded. Of this 
number 29 were already known to the so- 
ciety. Forty-two received some gifts. Of 
this 42 one-half were already on the lists 
of the society. Of Cleveland the article 
says that 250 letters were delivered to a 
society. Only 10’or 15 per cent. of these 
were considered seriously. The society 
engaged a teacher who had had charitable 


Gayeetanee to tall at the selected homes. 
“She found a few cases of real need of 
Christmas cheer,’* writes Mrs. Glenn. Of 
conditions that might produced a Santa 
Claus letter she says: 

We get scared because we are afraid that 
some child will be overlooked at Christ- 
mas, Should we not take very seriously 
the problem of the child’s meagre life 
throughout the year? We treat the gift 
problem as one to be solved by charitable 
agencies. Should we not do our part each 
to raise the earning capacity and to en- 
courage thrifty expenditure, so that there 
may be a surplus'in the family exchequer 
for the purchase of gifts? 

Edward T. Devine, General Secretary of 
the Charity Organization Society, said 
that he thought the turning over of the 
letters to “the charitable societies after 
wide announcement had been made that 
this was to be done, was bad. He fa- 
vored, however, such disposition of Santa 
Clause letters when there had been no 
such announcement, 

In an effort to gain real light upon the 


matter a reporter interviewed one whom |

Santa Claus. 

“Santa Claus isn’t going to get his mail 
this year,”’ he explained to the supposed 
adherent. 

‘““He never does,”

On this point 
the speech said: 

“I regret to be compelled to announce 
to the representatives of the nation that 
the Prince of Bulgaria and the Governor 
General of Eastern Roumelia have de- 
viated from the path of loyalty and pro- 
claimed the independence of those prov- 
inces. 

“TI also regret to announce that Aus- 
tria-Hungary has made the illegal move 
of proclaiming the annexation of Bosnia 

nd Herzegovina, which temporarily age 
occupled by her contrary to international 
good faith and treaty stipulations. My 
Ministers are occupying themselves with 
these grave questions, and I hope they 
will receive- the assistance of Parlia- 
ment, 

* Our relations with all the powers are 
excellent, and I anticipate that with the 
good offices of the great friendly nations 
all these questions will be peacefully and 
favorably settled.”’ 

The rest of tHe Sultan’s speech was as 
follows: 

‘‘ When I first proclaimed a constitution 
thirty-two years ago there were many 
difficulties in the way of its execution, 
and I was advised to suspend it me- 
mentarily. In the interval great efforts 
were made toward popular education and 
for the establishment of institutions of a 
nature calculated to elevate the public 
enlightenment. I am now happy to know 
that the people are more able to under- 
stand the benefits of a constitution, and 
I was heartily glad to restore it, not- 
withstanding influential advice to the 
contrary. My will is definite and unal- 
terable, and henceforth the constitution 
will regulate the.affairs of the nation. 
The Cabinet, which Kiamil Pasha has 
formed, will fulfill our decision. 

“The budget of the empire will be pre- 
sented to you, the financial situation be- 
ing the chief matter for your considera- 
tion. Public instruction and the strength- 
ening of the army and navy will also oc- 
cupy the most serious attention of my 
Government. Three other important 
questions will be presented to you. 

“‘I am hopeful that your labors will 
prove fruitful to the good of the empire 
and the people, and with this hope I here- 


by proclaim the formal opening of the 
new Parliament. 

‘““T am happy to see assembled here the 
representatives of the people, and heartily 
salute them, it being my will that the 
constitution be faithfully observed and 
jealously guarded. I pray that God bless 
your labors and grant divine assistance.” 

The Sultans address was greeted with 
an outburst of great applause. 

Following this speech, Naki Bul Eshref, 
a representative cf the descendants of the 
Prophet, offered a prayer invoking the 
Lord's .blessing upon the constitution and 
Parliament and beseeching that He grant 
long life to the Sultan and his dynasty, 
and bestew His divine guidance upon the 
Ottoman Nation so that the empire will 
endure forever. When the prayer was 
ended his Majesty leaned forward and 
spoke as follows: 

“J am very glad to see around me our 
Parliament, which I opened to-day. Let 
the representatives of the people pray 
the Almighty for a continuation of the 
fruitfulness of the labors of the Cham- 
ber. May God bless your efforts.”

see it. But it did not worry me A 
month before I came to New York I 
was warned that I would be attacked.

or the others. None of the artists knew 
me before I came here. If they think 
they can get rid of me, frighten me off, 
they are mistaken. They have got to hear 
me for three years. 

‘They say that I am one of the Bar- 
rison sisters, and sang in the London and 
Paris music halls. It is a He. Every 
one Knows who I am. I am an Austral- 
ian. I broke a three years’ contract to 
|come here, and here I tntend to retain 
until my contract expires. I am indiffer- 
ent to denunciation so long as the pub- 
lic kes me, and of that I am already 
assured, 

“If I had been engaged for the Metro- 
politan and had been a stranger to both 
Gatti-Casazza and Toscanini there would 
not have been a word sald about me. But 
because I know these men, and they 
are being attacked by a certain element, 
I have to suffer. They descend pretty 
low when they hound a woman.” 


What She Did Say. 


“IT am not engaged to Mr. Gatti-Casaz- 
za, and I never said that I was,” said 
Miss Alda last night. “The reporter 
asked me if I had heard of an anonymous 
letter attacking my character that had 
been sent to one of the critics, and I 
told him that two days ago I had been 
told of such a letter. I never said that 


I was engaged to be married to Mr. Gatti- 
Casazza, but only that I had been en- 
gaged by him to sing at the Metropolitan, 
and that I had broken a three years’ 
contract to be able to sing here. I never 
in any way made any attacks upon the 
New York critics. 

“The insinuation that Mr. 
against me is particularly absurd, as he 
has been extremely kind to me. In fact 
all that I said to the reporter other than 
that I knew of the existance of the let- 
ter attacking me was that I had seen a 
statement that I was one of the Barrison 
sisters and that this was untrue. I am 
not one of those sisters, I never heard of 
them, and I never sang at the Folles- 
Bergeres. 

‘“Some one must have sent word to the 
afternoon newspapers terday that I 
had something to tel] them regarding the 
anorymous letters. because reporters from 
four papers called to see me within 
hour. I saw only tne first reporter who 
called, and how he could have twisted 
what I said to him in the way he diq is 
incomprehensible to me.”

THOUSE ASKS PROOF 
FROM ROOSEVELT 


Demands Evidence That Con- 
gress Fears Inquiry and of 
Corruption of Members. 


IS MADE BY A FEW 


| FIGHT 


Endeavor to Have Strong Language in 
Preamble Modified — Senate 
Not in Haste to Act. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dé@c. 17.—The House 
to-day went beyond the action of the 
Senate yesterday and asked the President 
| directly to furnish “‘any evidence’’ he 
|; may have upon which he based his state- 
| ments that the chief argument in favor 
i the Secret Servige provisions of last 
year’s law was that the Congressmen 
did not themselves wish to be investi- 
gated. It’ also requested the President 
for any evidence connecting any member 
of the House with corrupt action. 

Besides this direct demand the resolu- 
tion adopted by the House, with one dis- 
senting vote embodies a strong charac- 
terization of the President's references 
to the Congress as an ‘impeachment of 
the honor and integrity of the Congress.” 
This measure was offered by Chairman 
Perkins with the indorsement of the Se- 
lect Committee. It reads: 


Text of the Resolution. 


Whereas, There was contained in the 
sundry civil appropriation bill which passed 
Congress at its last session and became 
a law, a provision in reference to the em- 
ployment of the Secret Service in the 
Treasury Department; and 

Whereas, In the last annual message of 
the President of the United States to the 
two houses of Congress it was stated in 
reference to that provision: *‘‘ It is not too 
much to say that this amendment has 
been of benefit only and could be of ben- 
efit only to the criminal classes,’* and it 
was further stated, ‘‘the chief argument 
in favor of the provision was that the 
Congressmen did not themselves wish to 
be investigated by Secret Service men,’’ 
and it was further stated, “but if this 
is not considered desirable a special ex- 
ception could be made in the law, prohib- 
iting the use of the Secret Servicé force 
in investigating members of Congress, It 
would be far better to do this than to 
do what actually was done, and strive to 
prevent or at least to hamper effective 
action against criminals by the executive 
branch of the Government’’; and 

Whereas, The plain meaning of the above 
words is that the majority of the Con- 
gressmen were in -fear of being investi- 
gated by Secret Service men and that Con- 
gress as a whole was actuated by that 
motive in enacting the provision in ques- 
tion; and 

Whereas, Your committee appointed to 
consider these statements of the President 
and report to the House cannot find in 
the hearings before committees nor in the 
records of the House or Senate any justl- 
fication of this impeachment of the honor 
and integrity of the Congress; and 

Whereas, Your committee would prefer 
in order to make an intelligent and com- 
prehensive report, just to the President ag 
well as to the Congress, to have all thé 
information which the President may have 
to communicate; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the President be requested 
to transmit to the House any evidence 
upon which he based his statements that 
the ‘‘ chief argument in favor of the pro- 
vision was that the Congressmen did not 
themselves wish to be investigated by Se- 
cret Service men,’’ and also to transmit 
to the House any evidence connecting any 
member of the House of Representatives 
of the Sixtieth Congress with corrupt .ac- 
tion in his official capacity and to inform 
the House whether he has instituted pro- 

| ceedings for the punishment of any such 
individual by the courts or has reported 
any such alleged delinquencies to the House 
of Representatives. 


Stinging Speech by Williams. 


| After the resolution had been formally 

presented by Mr. Perkins, John Sharp 
Williams, the former Democratic leader, 
explained the committee’s position in a 
stinging speech. 

“The object of the resolution,” he 
said, ‘‘is to give to the President of the 
United States an opportunity to show 
upon what grounds he made his late 
seemingly unprovoked and unjustified at- 
tack upon the honor, the honesty, and 
the reputation of the legislative branch 
of the Government. So far as this com- 
mittee has been able to discover, there 
is not a scintilla of evidence to support 
those statements; but the committee has 
thought that it is just and fair to the 


President to give him further opportu- 
nity to produce testimony if he has 
any. E 

“The American peope have the right 
to know, if the American Congress be| 
corrupt, that it is corrupt, and the Pres- | 
ident having made the statement to the 
effect that the entire body of the Na- 
tional Legislature had been actuated by 
the corrupt motive of shielding criminal 
Congressmen, we have thought it was 
right before we brought in the final 
resolution to give him some opportunity 
to establish the fact that he had some 
reason for making that statement. 

“t¢ he does not furnish any evidence 
to support his statement, then the coun- 
try, which is the master of both of us, 
will come to its own judgment.” 

The preamble to the resolution was the 
subject of a wrangle and was finally 
passed over the votes of fifteen men, all 
Republicans and about equally divided 
between the insurgents and Roosevelt

New Yorker Fights for President. 


Mr. Bennet of New York tried first to 
have inserted words declaring simply that 
all this was clear to the committee, and 
objected to the attitude of the whole 
House being so strongly stated at this 
time. Messrs. Perkins and Williams ob- 
jected to the proposed amendment. 

Gen. Keifer asked that the request to 
the President be modified by the usual 
phrase, “if not incompatible with the 
public interests,’’ but Mr. Williams again 
said that the phrase had been left out in- 
tentionally, as the committee had been un- 
able ‘to conceive of any public interest 
taking precedence over a question involv- 
ing the integrity of the legislative branch 
of the Government. 

Just before the vote on the clause was 
taken, full and free debate on the\ final 
report of the committee was promised by 
Mr. Perkins in response to questions from 
Representative Henry of Texas. A rapid 
fire of questions disconcerted the commit- 
tee, and finally, when Representative 
Hepburn arose to make an inquiry, Mr. 
Perkins refused to yield and moved the 
previous question. 

The insurgents who voted against the 
‘whereas’? were Hayes of 
California, Hepburn of Iowa, Murdock 
and Pollard of Nebraska, Madison of 
Kansas, Howland of Ohio, and Nelson of 
Wisconsin. The rest of the contingent 
was made up‘of Gaines of West Virginia, 
3ennet and Parsons of New York, Gil- 
lett of Massachusetts, Cole of Ohio, Lou- 
den aid Wilson of Illinois, and Douglas 
of Ohio. The vote as announced by the 
Speaker after a hurried count was 270 to 
14, one of the opponents mentioned above 
having escaped notice. 

Mr. Bennet’s tactics led to an amusing 
incident. He had strenuously demanded a 
division, though the “ yeas’ had evident- 
ly carried the measure, and the _ divisiou 
was granted. Apparently the whole House 
arose, and Mr. Bennet losing heart sprang 
to his feet and tried to withdraw his de- 
mand. But Mr. Williams, amid the laugh- 
ter of both sides, sternly objected that the 
demand could not be withdrawn, and the 
little handful of men were forced to rise 
and be solemnly counted. 


Senate Will Wait a While. 


The Senate is in no hurry to take up 
the work of replying to the President or 
investigating the Secret Service. It was 
said to-day that nothing would be done | 
by the Committee on Appropriations until 
after the holidays. The approach of the 
recess makes it almost impossible to get 
a sufficient number of the committee to- 
gether to consider the subject. 

There is a disposition on the part of the 
Senate committee to await the teply of 
the President to the demands made by 
the House. When this is received, the 
plan is to have a sub-committee named 
to consider the entire question and report 
at as early a date as possible. While sev- 
eral are mentioned for the position of 
Chairman, it is considered likely that Sen- 
ator Hemenway will be the choice. 

The temper of the Senate with ref- 
erence to the President’s recommenda- 
tions was shown clearly, when a motion 
for consideration of the bill to legalize 
the Inland Waterways Commission was 
offered. Mr. Roosevelt has already ap- 
pointed the commission, which has been 
working without salary and without of- 
ficial recognition since last year. When 
Senator Newlands presented a measure 
that has already passed the House pro- 
viding for both there was a pretty parlia- 
mentary tangle, Aldrich, Hale, and Bur- 
kett, the latter fighting on Newlands’s 
side, took part, and the upshot was that 
the Vice President settled the matter by 
ignoring Newlands’s motion and recogniz- 
ing a motion put by Hale throwing the 
Senate into executive session. The New- 
lands measure is a pet of the White 
House, and as such it has met with a 
continued frosty reception from the Sen- 


ate.

Senate Delays Confirming Appoint- 
ment of S.B. Donnelly as Public Printer 
“Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. — President 
Roosevelt received a set-back to-day in 
the payment of political debts to. labor, 
when the Senate refused to confirm his 
appointment of Samuel B,. Donnelly as 
Public Printer, Mr. Donnelly is a leader 
in labor circles, and has held high offi- 
cial position in the Building Trades Coun- 
cil of New York. During the campaign 


he lent all his influence to combat the 
activity of Samuel Gompers, President of 
the American Federation of Labor. The 
President appointed him to office almost 
before the din of political conflict had 
subsided. 

*Donnelly’s name was presented in ex- 
ecutive session to-day by Senator El- 
kins, who in the absence of Senator Platt, 
Chairman of the Committee of Printing, 
acted in his place. 

“Who is this man Donnelly?” 
asked by a number of Senators. 

‘Blessed if I know,”’ retorted Elkins, 
as he turned to Platt’s colleague. 
‘ Bs oat you're from New York. Who 
is he?”’ 

“Don't ask me,” 
“T’'m only a Senator.’’ 
The reply convulsed the Senate. Don- 
nelly’s name went over. No doubt is 
expressed that he eventually will be con- 
firmed, and the action of the Senate to- 
day is regarded as a mere “slap on the 
wrist’’ administered to the President.

GOVERNOR FOR THE DISTRICT. 


President Recommends New Municipal 
Department for Columbia Government. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—A change in 
the form of the District of Columbia Gov- 
ernment by the substitution of a single 
head or Governor in place of three Com- 
missioners, establishment of District or 
municipal departments instead of exist- 
ing bureaus, and creation of a new mu- 
nicipal department to be known as that 


of Housing and Labor, is recommended 
in a special message sent by President 
Roosevelt to Congress to-day. 

The message accompanies a special re- 
port on District affafs by James B. 
Reynolds, to whom the President says the 
heartiest thanks are due for “ great and 
disinterested service,” and also accompa- 
nies reports of the Committee on Building 
of Model Houses appointed for. service 
here on Mr. Reynolds's recommendations. 

The message fn part says: 


The rapid increase of population in the 
National Capital within recent years has 
greatly altered social conditions, necessitat- 
ing changes In the machinery of its admin- 
istration., Greater efficiency and a better 
provision for the protection of both the in- 
dustrial and dependent classes are required. 

I especially urge that the proposed De- 
partment of Housing and Labor be estab- 
lished. Poverty, disease, and crime are 
largely due to defects of social conditions 
and surroundings. The need of improved 
sanitary inspection of dwellings, rear alleys, 
and small shacks, (such as, unhappily, still 
exist in Washington,) and of stores, work- 
shops, and factories should: not be left to 
subordinate bureau chiefs, but should be 
brought under the direct control of a com- 
petent head of the above-named department.

STRAUS FOR STEERAGE BILL. 


Secretary Recommends Lodge’s Meas- 
ure to Regulate Accommodations. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—Senator 

Lodge's bill to regulate steerage accommo- 

|dations on ocean steamships, which has 

been finally agreed on in conference by 
both branches of Congress, increases the 
statutory requirements for the comfort 
of those who travel in the steerage. 

It requires at least five square feet on 
the open deck for each steerage passen- 
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ger, a provision new to American law, 
but adopted in England last year, and 
to encourage dining, smoking, and rec- 
reation rooms exclusively for the steerage 
it sets apart not less than fourteen square 
feet for the berthing accommodations of 
each steerage passenger, (elghteen feet on 
the lowest passenger deck,) and for each 
passenger three additional square feet. 

The bill indirectly will reduce the num- 
ber of steerage passengers. Thus under 
the American act of 1882 twenty-five of 
the best-known transatlantic steamships 
entering New York could carry 45,616 
persone in the steerage. Under the Brit- 
sh law of 1907 the same ships could carry 
38,876, while under the bi zeae passed 
the same ships can carry 82,

It is a matter of 
public notoriety that the department has 
not only erected some very faulty struct- 
ures, but that it hds issued what has 
proved to_be serlously misleading state- 
ments about’ them.~ The case of the 
Queensboro-Bridge is still under discus- 
sion. On May 18 Commissioner Steven- 
son was quoted in the press as follows: 


Q.—Is it true that after the fall of the 
Quebec Bridge your engineers were in- 
structed to gu over the stresses (of Black- 
well's Island Bridge)? 

A.—Yes; they did. make an investigation, 
but no written report was prepared. The 
result of the investigation was given to the 
Chief Engineer and myself verbally, and 
that result was that the actual stresses did 
not exceed the calculated stresses by more 
than 1% per cent. 

And again on May 14: 

We know we are right in our construction 
of the Blackwell's Island Bridge. We know 
the bridgo ‘s safe. We had the bridge 
computations refigured from top to bottom 
after the Quebec Bridge disaster, and found 
that the weakness there did not in any way 
exist in the Blackwell’s Island structure. 


“The findings of the experts appointed 
in this casé, at the instance of the Board 
of Estimate, are now well known. They 
show either that the Commissioner spoke 
without yee of the facts, or that 
his force was singularly inefficient and 
unreliable. 

“The Williamsburg Bridge offers an- 
other case in point... This has now been 
in use less than five years. It was de- 
signed to carry one set of elevated tracks, 
which have been put in use within the 
past six months, hough this is a new 
bridge, and the load it is to carry was 
well. known, it was found necessary to 
strengthen it beyond the original plans 
before elevated operation Ss commenced. 
It is now stated, moreover, that the shore 
spans will require considerable reinforce- 
ment before they can safely carry: a 
neavier. load.or properly resist. wind press- 
ure, . 

“It was priest because of the evi- 
dence of failure in the case of the other 
bridge that the City Club asked for a 


| verification of the work done to date on 


and plans of the Manhattan Bridge. The 
club bas reason to believe, however, that 
the reasons for examination of this bridge 
are in themselves imperative, and that 
assurances of the correctness of both 
plans and structure should be had before 
more steel is put in place. Certainly no 
risk whatever should be taken of the pos- 
sible development of weakness in this the 
most important of all the East River 
bridges. The importance of securing re- 
sults free from even a suspicion of preju- 
dice cannot, therefore, in our judgmént, 
be overestimated. 

“We do not assert that the Commis- 
sioner of Bridges will not proceed fairly 
in the matter. Nor do we question his 
selection of an engineer. But, for the 
reasons stated, and as a matter of larger 
fairness, we believe that the investigation 

roceed wholly 
upon the inside. We would, ask, very re- 
spectfully, that the Board of Estimate, as 
the body actually concerned in the sound- 
ness of the work and in the possibility of 
losses to the city, initiate a separate ex- 
amination and that an engineer expert, to 
work under its direction, be employed for 
such purpose. We urge, also, that the in- 
covering not 
merely general plans and stress sheets, 


| but ‘the work already done upon founda- 


tions, piers, and anchorages. If special 
funds are required to meet the expense' 
of such an examination, we cannot be- 
lieve that the Board of Aldermen, in a 
matter of the importance that this has 
assumed, would fail to concur in provid- 
ing such funds,"’ 4

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HAINS'S CASE AIDED

Heard Defendant, He Says, Urge 
His Brother to Leave Club 
as Annis Approached. 


SPOKE OF REAL ESTATE DEAL 


Mrs. Annis Called to Prove Her Hus- 
band’s Death—Defense May Call 
Capt. Hains as a Witness. 


The case of the prosecution in the trial 


j of Thornton Jenkins Hains for complicity 


‘in the murder of William E. Annis 
iat the Bayside Yacht Club on Aug. 15, 
; Which had its second day before Justice 
| Crane at Flushing yesterday, became so 
tangled In the course of the hearing that 
Justice Crane again took a hand in unrav- 
eling the snarl. 

On the first day of the taking of evi- 
dence Mr. Darrin was sharply rebuked by 
the court for not objecting to a question 
asked by Mr. McIntyre for the defense. 
The Judge asked Mr, Darrin if he was 
‘asleep’ and took that phase of the case 


into his own hands, ruling against Mr. 
McIntyre. 

Yesterday at the morning session, with 
all of his witnesses, Coroner’s physician. 
Coroner, and physicians who attended 
Annis in Flushing Hospital, the District 
Attorney did not seem able to prove the 
corpus delicti, that is, the fact that Annis 
was actually dead. 

Justice Crane declared that the corpus 
delicti was usually established early in a 
trial and should be easily proved. He did 
not see why there should be any great dif- 
ficulty in establishing it in this case, 

““T had thought so myself,” said Mr. 
Darrin, ‘‘ until now.” 

But to prove that Annis was really dead 
Mr. Darrin was compelled to call 
widow of the murdered man, and Mrs. 
Annis, a handsome woman of striking 
physicai development, wearing a mourning 
costume, topped by an enormous black 
hat, took the stand. 

“Were you at the Flushing Hospital on 
the afternoon of Aug. 15 last?’ asked Mr. 
Darrin, 

“IT was,”’ she replied, with no sign of 
nervousness and looking at the prisoner 
rather unconcernedly.

In this way the widow established for 
the prosecution the fact that her husband 
was dead.

accomplishment when Martin Skura, the 
cab driver, was called. Skura, a lad of 
eighteen or nineteen years, could tes- 
tify only that he had driven two men 
to the Bayside Yacht Club on the day of 
the tragedy. He could not even recog- 
nize them. 


Friction Between Counsel. 


Mr. Darrin has been examining all of 


the State’s witnesses and the special 
counsel, one paid by the County and the 
other by members of the Bayside Yacht 
Club, have remained in the background. 
Yesterday neither of the assistant coun- 
sel interposed objections to the questions 
_ in cross-examination, permitting 
Mr. Darrin to do it all. It was reported 
that Mr. Dayton, employed by the yacht 
club members, had intimated that he 
might withdraw from the case, while Mr. 
White sat apart from his colleagues and 
maintained a stony silence. The situa- 
tion reminded many of that in the 
first trial of Harry Thaw when fric- 
tion between the lawyers for the defense 
set in.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—A widespread 
movement has been on foot among patri- 
otic societies and friends of the late Rear 
Admiral Coghlan and his wife to obtain 
for Mrs. Coghlan a pension from the Gov- 
ernment. This movement has now crys- 
talized around a bill introduced by Repre- 
j sentative Olcott of New York, which is 
now pending before the Pension Corm- 
mittee, with every likelihood of passing. 

The bill provides a monthly pension to 
Mrs. Coghlan of $190 and is entirely with- 
out qualifications or conditions.

“LONG ISLANDERS AROUSED. 


Many Towns Join in a War to Preserve 
Its Rights to a Beach. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ROSLYN, L. IL, Dec. 17.—White-haired 
and grim, surrounded by 300 irate neigh- 
| bors, representing towns all the way from 
Mineola to Port Washington, Adolf Oels- 
ener, a brewer of Manhattan, with a 
country place at Roslyn, was the central 
| figure in a public meeting brought before 


a Board of State Land Commissioners 
here to-day, which marked as stubborn 
a fight for public rights as Long’ Island 
has ever known. The board was com- 
posed of State Engineer Skene, State 
Treasurer Julius Hauser, and several sec- 
retaries. 

The question at issue is land under 
water at Bar Beach, which Oelsener says 
he. owns, adjoining some three hundred 
acres. of his property bought from the 
estate of George Thayer and estimated 
as being worth at least $500,000, Bar 
Beach, which juts out from the main- 
land, and the above named _ property, 
divides Roslyn Harbor from Hempstead 
Harbor, opposite Glenwood. 

Oelsener lays claim to the property by 
virtue of a quit claim deed said to have 
been granted with the property in 1812, 
which has gone with it ever since. Last 
Summer he made application to the State 
Land Office for the land north and south 
of the Island up to high water mark. 

This strip of beach has been used for 
over two centuries by Long Islanders who 
have lived within driving distance of Ros- 
lyn as their Summer playground.

REFORM IN INDIA. 


| Morley Says He Is Not to be Deterred 
by Bombs of Terrorists. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—Lord Morley, the 
Indian Secretary, speaking in the House 
of Lords this afternoon, unfolded a plan 
for the reform of the Governmental ad- 
ministration of India.

MOTORMAN-MAY DIE 


Driver Hurled to the Ground and 
Badly Hurt—Car Knocked 
from the Tracks. 


WET PAVEMENT TO BLAME 


Too Slippery to Check the Horses— 
Passengers in a Panic—Traffic 
Blocked an Hour. 


Slippery streets caused a collision yes- 
terday afternoon between a hook and 
ladder truck and one of the Second Ave- 
nue street cars. Both the driver 
the truck, John R. Hade of 
Eighty-fifth Street, and the motorman, 


William Bluth of 1,528 Avenue A, were 
taken to the Presbyterian Hospital in a 
serious condition, and it is expected that 


Bluth will die. 

The truck was No. 46 from the East 
Sixty-seventh Street fire station. It was 
answering an alarm from 1,750 First Ave- 


nue, and was dashing north along that 


avenue as fast*as the horses could haul 
the six-ton truck. 

At Eighty-sixth Street the Second Ave- 
nue cars run across from First to Second 
Avenues. The car Bluth was driving was 
running west, and according to the fire- 
men the motorman did not stop at the 
east side of the crossing according to reg- 
ulation, but continued on his way across 
the avenue, 

When Bluth was half across Angelo 
Tontino, a street sweeper, waved to*him 
and he saw the fire truck bearing down 
on him at full’speed. He tried to pull 
up, but the breaks would not work on 
the slippery rails and he put on speed 
again. His actions confused Hade, and 
he could not be sure whether Bluth was 
going on or not. 

On First Avenue there is a steep grade 
between Eighty-fifth and Eighty-sixth 
Streets, and it was impossible to pull up 
the héavy truck on the wet streets, Capt. 
Charles Sheridan of Hook and Ladder 
Company 16 was on the truck, and as 
s00n as he saw that it could not get 
clear he called out to Hade: 

“Hit the ginmill on the corner, John- 
ny.” 

He seized the left rein of the truck at 
the same time and tried to haul the horses 
on to the sidewalk. It was impossible, 
however, to check them, and the truck 
charged into the street car. Its pole just 
missed the motorman’s cab, but the right 
front wheel hit the vestibule and smashed 
it badly. 

None of the passengers was hurt, but 
they were thrown into a panic. Bluth 
was thrown back into the car and Hade 
was pitched into the road. An ambulance 
was summoned from the Presbyterian 
Hospital, and Dr. Vaughan attended to 
the injured men. He found Bluth suffer- 
ing from internal injuries and lacerations 
of the scalp. Hade was also injured inter- 
nally, and it was feared that his skull 
might be fractured. It was said, however, 
that Bluth was the worse hurt of the 
two. They were removed to the Presby- 
terian Hospital.

SIMON ELECTED PRESIDENT. 


Following Action by Haitian Congress, 
He Is Recognized by the United States. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Dec. 17.—Gen. An- 
toine Simon, the leader of the latest revo- 
lution in Haiti, which resulted in the 
flight of President Nord Alexis from the 
capital, was unanimously elected Presi- 
dent of the republic by the Haitian Con- 
gress to-day. 

As s00n as the result of the election be- 
came known the great crowd that had 
assembled outside the Parliament Build- 
ing broke into cheers, and salutes were 
fired from the forts and the Haitian gun- 
boats in the harbor. 

The other aspirants to the Presidency 
refrained from coming forward actively, 


through fear that another outbreak would 
result in American intervention,

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MR, ELMAN’S RECITAL, 


The Young Russian Violinist Plays in 
Carnegie Hall. 


Mr. Mischa Elman, the young Russian 
violinist, who made his first appearance 
in New York on Dec. 10 with the Russian 
Symphony Orchestra, gave his first re- 


cital yesterday afternoon in Carnegie 
Hall. Few young artists have been so 
much in the public eye in KHurope during 
the last four years xs Mr. Elman, first 
as an “infant prodigy,”’ now with a well- 
grounded claim for recognition as a ma- 
ture artist. He is now 
old, and has put away childish things; 
the reputation of infant virtuosity is not 
so easily to be cast-off, but Mr. Elman 
appears now demanding to be heard as an 
artist, not as a curiosity. It is a thousand 
pities that the shadow of his early ex- 
ploitation as a prodigy lies upon his ma- 
ture artistry, to its injury and disadvan- 
tages; and those who heard him discrim- 
inatingly yesterday must reluctantly per- 
ceive the damage that has been done to 
this young man’s extraordinary talent in 
this way. 

For he is without doubt one of the most 
talented violinist that have presepted 
themselves in New York for a long time, 
highly gifted by nature and accomplish- 
ment, e has every technical advantage 
that training can give to natural dispo- 
sition; a left hand that can do wonders, 
especially a bow arm so elastic, vigorous, 
and powerful that it instils a ceaseless 
vitality into his playing. Mr. Elman 
uses an instrument of great beauty, with 
a skill that elicits much rich, mellow, and 
rounded tone from it; a tone often of 
poignant and searching quality and of 
varied expression. He Sas fire, insistent 
eagerness, and a youthful ardor in his 
playing. 

But this extraordinary talent has un- 
fortunately been diverted from a sound 
and normal artistic development into 
fields where it counts for less than it 
might and should an artistic force. 

It will be most earnestly hoped that 
this is but a passing phase of Mr. El- 
man's artistic experience. There are ser- 
ious defects in his playing, upon the purely 
musical side, 
gate at present, from taking the position 
of a really great artist. He has in abun- 
dance what is known as “‘ temperament "*; 
and his playing suffers from its lack of 
poise and .restraint. 

He is too apt to foree the note &f 
pathos, of sentiment, of ‘‘ expression ”’ 
generally. Thereby there comes a _ lack 
of breadth, simplicity, and naturalness 
into his playing. He will deliver a pas- 
sage with incredible facility and_ bril- 
liancy, only to spoil it by the next phrase, 

A natural result of these qualities is a 
rhythmic uncertainty, which runs through 
much of his playing. A still more serious 
and fundamental fault is found in his 
intonation, There are times when he 
plays whole movements sharp in pitch, as 
was the case with the Andante and Al- 
legro from Bach's third solo sonata. 

He played best, because it best endures 
the treatment to which he puts it, in his 
present manner, Lalo’s ‘“‘ Symphony 
Espagnole.” This had warmth 
piquancy of expression and great 
lancy. 

The movements by Bach suffered from 
lack of rhythmic polse as well as from 
faulty intonation, 
the breadth and unaffected dignity needed 
for Handel’s E major sonata.

Silence in the Car When Women Are} 


Informed of the Pathetic 
Incident. ddd 


While trying te cross Broadway at 
Thirty-second Street last night to sell a 
newspaper, ten-year-old Johnny Nugent. 
who lived with his widowed mother at 436 
First Avenue. was knocked down and 
crushed to death by a Broadway and Co- 
lumbus car moving northward at good 
apeed. Both the forward and rear trucks 
of the car passed over the boy's body, 
and the north-bound service was held up 
for fifteen minutes while policemen of 
the Traffic Squad and the West Thirtieth 
Street Station assisted Motorman John 
Dacy to get the body clear of the wheels. 

The accident occurred shortly after 6 
ofelock, when the cars were all packed 
with Christmas shoppers. When the car 
stopped and the motorman and conductor 
ren to the rear trucks with the police 
there was a loud cry from tiie sidewalk 
that a boy had been killed. In a few min- 
utes nearly a thousand persons had co!- 
lected in the street around the car. 

In answer to a question put by one of 
the women on the car the conductor said: 
“A little boy has been kiteu. instantly 
the laughter and chatter ceased. 

Tenderly the policemen lifted the man- 
gied form and carried it to the sidewalk, 
where it lay covered with rewspapers un- 
ti] Dr. Munroe arrived from Bellevue TMos- 
pital with an ambulance and conveyed the 
body to the West Thirtieth Stree, Station. 

While this tragedy was being enacted on 
the east side of Broadway, 7-year-old Ed- 
ward Bowler of 226 East Thirty-second 
Street, stood on the opposite side, waiting 
patiently for his chum to come back to 
him. He told a cabman that Jchnny Nu- 
gent had gone to sell a paper and would 
soon come back. The cabman told Patrol- 
man Baer of the Traffic Squad tiat the 
little lad was the chum of the boy who 
had just been killed. The crowd surged 
around him and many men. offered to 
take him home, but the policeman gave 
him a ride on the front seat of the am- 
bulance that carried the body of his little 
comrade to the station. 

In front of the Lieutenant's desk, Teddy, 
as he said he was always called, made a 
Pathetic picture with his smudged fuce, 
wet with tears, and his ragged clothes. 
He barely came up to the knees of the 
five policemen who stood around to listen 
to his story. 

In a voice broken with sobs, Teddy 
said that he had started out with his com- 
rade about 4 o'clock from home to see 
the stores dlong Broadway. They strolled 


along, hand in hand, until they got hun- 
gry, and were about to cross Broadway 
and go down Thirty-second Street to their 
homes. Just then a big boy gave Johnn 
an evening paper and told him that if Me 
could sell it he could keep the penny. 

‘* Johnny sez to me, ‘ Stand here, Teddy, 
wriie I go across the road to sell ue 
paper, and then we'll get a bully piece of 
candy." Then a man whistled for a paper, 
and Johnny ran across the road, and the 
car came, and I didn't see him any more.” 

The Lieutenant at the desk was seized 
with a fit of coughing, while two of the 
policemen complained that dust must have 
got in their eyes. Teddy was taken home 
by a policeman. 

After the traffic on the northbound 
Broadway track had been resumed John 
Dacey of 082 Sixth Avenue, motorman of 
the car that killed the boy, was arrested 
and held at the West Thirtieth Strect 
Station on a technical charge of homi- 
cide. The boy's body was removed later 
to the Morgue and the Coroner notified.

The other day a car turned a corner 
at moderate speed and smashed into 
an ice wagon motionless by the curb 
half way down the block. The chauf- 
feur seemed to be admiring the scene- 
ry. The ice was knocked out of the 
wagon and the frightened horses ran 
away. The machine was injured prob- 
ably beyond repair. If this collision 
had resulted fatally the grotesque care- 
lessneas of the chauffeur, would have 
been lost sight of in contemplation of 
the resultant horror. Many fatal accl- 
dents, so-called, are caused by just 
such carelessness. 

Competent, faithful. vigilant chauf- 
feurs rarely meet with mishaps. There 
would be fewer disasters on the road if 
all chauffeurs were licerrsed. 


A PLEA FOR FILTH. 


The Engineering News, commenting 
upon the hearing regarding emptying 


New York Harbor, regards the oppo- 
sition as caused by a “ woefully mis- 
directed” activity “due to the sea] of 
a mere handful of enthusiasts, acting 
in their private capacity, and is far 
from representing either an aroused 
public opinion or aroused municipal 
authorities.” 

According to the News's report of 
the hearing, “ The State and City of 
New York were represented by Dr. 
Evornz H. Porter and Dr. THomas 
DARLINGTON, State and City Commis» 
sioners of Health, respéctively, and 
also by Dr. Geornoz A. Sopse.” If 
that is not a representation of offi- 
cial spokesmen The News is hard to 
satisfy. We have selected these names 
from a much longer list because they 
havé a significance beyond their offi- 
cial and acientific authority. If the 
hearing had been held before the be- 
ginning of the misdirected activity of 
a few enthusiasts they would have 
been In danger of lacking the support 
which they so highly value now that 
they receive it. 

Dr. Sopzr represents the Metropoli- 
tan Sewerage Commission, whose tardy 
appearance in the matter we have 
heretofore remarked with regret. That 
it has now got down on the right side 
of the fence is all the more creditable 
because it represents an apparent 
change of heart. On Dec. 20, 1006, 
The News quoted in support of its post- 
tion, similar then and now, Dr. Sorrr’s 
opinion that the harbor did not hold 
all the sewage that its waters could 
carry. It seemed to us then that this 
was a remarkable position for a gen- 
tleman of hia authority to take, and 
we congratulate him upon his better 
considered opinion, Dr. PorTer also 
was not a leader originally of the 
handful of enthustasta who have car- 
rie@ the matter along while public 
opinion was forming itself, but his 
position now leaves nothing to be de- 
sired. To quote one of his official re- 
ports ag State Commissioner, “ The 
policy of the Department is that fur- 
ther pollytion of the streams and lakes 
must cease.” 

That strikes the true keynote. This 
Passuic proposal does not stand by it- 
self. It is merely a conspicuous came,

Passaic Val- 
ley must drink its own sewage, or 
empty it into Newark Bay. We admit 
that we pollute New York Harbor 
more than we should, but we deny that 
to be an argument why New Jersey 
should pojlute it more.

It is just a century 
old, and it stands in an unlovely neigh- 
borhood where it is no longer needed 
for the furtherance of ehurch purposes. 
It has some architectura! distinction. 
but it does not compare favorably In 
that particular with St. Agnes’s Chapel. 
Its few communicants can be accom- 
modated at St. Luke’s, in Hudson 
Street, and the Trinity Corporation con- 
templates building a large parish-houre 
in that neighborhood. That the pride 
of the community in St. John’s will be 
eufficient to save it is, therefore, ex- 
tremely doubtful in spite of the influ- 
ential names signed to the protest. The 
Trinity Corporation is not easily moved. 
When its mind is made up it heeds 
no fresh arguments. 

If it is worth while to save St. John’s 
Chapel it can be purchased by private 
subscription. How much will every 
person whose sentiment has been out- 
raged by the proposed abandonment 
give toward a fund to make the church 
& permanent relic of the era when 
Varick Street wgs in a fashionable and 
Episcopalian neighborhood? The news- 
papers of other cities have been greatly 
stirred up by reports of the proposed 
“vandalism.” Perhaps a National fund 
might be obtainable. We sympathize 
deeply with the people who feel that 
the landmark should be preserved, 
though we doubt if many of them ever 
go to Varick Street or attend service 
at St. John’s. But they must save the 
chapel themselves, if it is to be saved, 
for, as Mr. GrupgerR has remarked, “ the 
guardians of a holy trust” will surely 
fling to earth the sacred stones and try 
to “ realize" on the land. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


As a loyal New Eng- 
lander, of course Presi- 
and Its dent Exrot couldn't ad- 
mit for a moment that 

Vindication. the Boston Tea Party 
was an ancient {llustration of the lawless 
spirit, modern manifestations of which he 
had just been eloquently denouncing in 
an address before the Civic Forum. Yet 
{t is evident that he was more than a 
little confused, not to say flustered, when 
&@ questioner, who may or may not have 
some sympathy with Southern “night 
riding,” asked the ruler of Harvard why 
it is worse to burn tobacco barns than 
it was for painted and disguised Bostoni- 
ans to throw the tea chests overboard. 

It was a rather cruel humorist who pro- 
pounded such an inquiry at such a mo- 
ment, and President Exior’s agility of 
mind was well evidenced by the prompt- 
neas of his answer. That he would have 
a good one ready on the instant wasn't 
to be expected, and he didn’t, but it 
served tn the circumstances. The men of 
the Tea Party, he said, differed from the 
night riders in that they were not trying 
to make profits for themselves and had 
no tea to sell. Thats has @ plausible 
sound, but Revolutionary history has been 
rewritten of late years, and the lofty dis- 
interestedness and pure patriotism of 
the Fathers have been reduced to the 
ordinary mixture of human motives. 

The Tea Party mob had no tea to sell, 
but they were a highly practical folk, just 
the same, and it was for the sake of ad- 
vantages as material as those sought 
by the tobacco growers that they finally 
went to much greater lengths of lawless- 
less than those recently reported from 
Kentucky. Their lawleseness, however, 
soon attained the dignity of a revolution 
in which a whole people participated at 
enormous immediate cost to themselves, 
and their ultimate vindication came from 
their success. Had not independence been 
attained, rioters and rebels they would

have remained till the end of time, for | 


those epithets, lavishly heaped upon them 
by their legitimate King, the officers of 
his Court and army, and by not a few 
very respectable Americans, would have 
continued to be entirely accurate.

THE TARIFF ON FOOD. 


Cheaper Beef, Bacon, Poultry, Butter, 
and Eggs the Paramount Issue. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Tariff Committee should try to do 
something to reduce the frightful cost of liv- 
jing, which tn twelve years has increased about 
40 per cent. 

A man with a fixed tncome and a healthy 
and hungry family doesn’t care about the 
duty on steel rails or artificial flowers; what 
he wants and needs badly is cheaper beef, 
cheaper food all around. 

Keep on, or even advance the duties on all 
articles of luxury, but take off the duties on 
all food products—put, them on the free list. 

A duty is now imposed on live cattle of from 
$3.75 per head to (on cattle valued over $14 
per head) an ad valorem duty of 27% per cent.; 
hogs, $1.50 per head; sheep, $1.50 to $1.75 per 
head; fresh beef, veal, mutton, and pork, 2 cents 
per pound; bacon and hams, 5 cents per pound; 
poultry, 3 to 5 cents per pound; butter, 6 cents 
per pound; eggs, 5 cents per dozen. 

Putting the above on the free list would help 
to reduce prices a little, not very much at 
first. 

To put the above food products on the free 
list will naturally bring out a howl from those 
selling the articles, especially fierce from those 
who are making the biggest profits, and who 
not only control and fix the price for buying, 
but at the same time establish the price for 
the selling. Let them howl—the people won't 
mind it, if they can get their steak at a reasoi- 
able price. w.

MOVE ROOSEVELT POST OFFICE 


No Washington Permit, but a Flood 
Hastens Arizona Postmaster’s Action.

PHOENIX, Arizona, Dec. 17.—Whether 
there Is anything in the name or not, red 
tape has been severed abruptly at Roose- 
velt.

Fifteen years ago, when an effort was) 
made to prevent the performance of Ger- 
hart Hauptmann’s dream play “ Han- 
nele,”’ the general public showed its indif- 
ference to the work, and though the pro- 
duction was finally effected at the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre, it was short-lived. To- 
day it is doubtful whether the genera) 
theatre audience would be much more in- 


terested. 

With its peculiar blend of realism and 
idealism, ‘‘ Hannele’’ demands, for com- 
plete appreciation, something of both rev- 
erence and quick, sympathetic imagina- 
tion. 

And yet its performance last night at 
the new Deutsches Theatre, even under 
conditions that are not entirely satisty- 
ing, served to reveal the beauty and com- 
pelling power of the work. If there are 
no audiences for it in the English-speak- 
ing theatres the more’s the pity. But 
it does not follow by any means, because 
it failed under the peculiarly sensational 
and disagreeable conditions under which 
it was tried on Broadway, that it could 
not be occasionally revived for special 
audiences, to whom, if it were well and 
sympathetically performed, it would sure- 
ly prove appealing. 

Mr. Huneker, who has written about as 
intelligently of Hannele as any English 
critic, describes it tersely as the history 
of a child’s soul, And, though the defini- 
tion conveys only @ hint of the actual 
content of the play it serves to erystal- 
lize in a phrase its subjective side. In 
the simplicity of the means employed 
the unaffectedness of the language 
and the action, and the final contrast 
which it affords of the spiritual and ma- 
terial aspects of death, the play is tre- 
mendously impressive. The poor little 
bruise® @Jannele, saved from the river by 
the schocimaster Gotthold. and brought 
to the almshouse, where she dies after a 
vision of celestial glory, in which, for the 
first time, she sees herself decked out in 
a fine robe and addressed respectfully as 
Miss Johanna Katherina Mattern, pre- 
sents a picture of exquisite childish faith 
to contrast with the matter-of-fact skep- 
ticism of the motley crew around her. 

It has been urged, on the contrary, 
that the play is intended to convey the 
author’s unbelief in the Christian idea 
of Heaven, and a point is made of the 
fact that after the coming of death, the 
Angel and the Saviour, who place her in 
her crystal coffin, the final scene 
shows only the poor, tired, worn-out lit- 
tle figure lying dead upon the alms- 
hovse pallet. But it seems more rea- 
sonable to infer that the idea of the 
last scene is to convey the fact that the 
body that remains is only the _ shell 
which has held .the immortal part and 
which has now taken its place in the 
enduring spiritual existence. 

Obviously, ‘‘ Hannele” is a play which 
may occasion much debate, and obviously 
it is one which only the finest acting and 
most adroit stage management could make 
completely satisfying. Visions on. the 
stage are seldom, if ever, handled very 
effectively, and in the Wurried conditions 
under which a stock production must be 
made the difficulties are greatly enhanced 
all around. But though there are many 
points in the representation where it 
might be improved, even under the pres- 
ent circumstances, it is still impressive 
and, on the whole, completely reverent 
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beautiful in a make- and garb 
trongly susgemting the figure seen in 
ofiniann’s peintings of the Christ figure, 
and he carried these scenes with quiet 
and impressive dignity. So, too, the Great 
Dark Angel, by Henry Marlow, a pallid, 
high-browed face, emerging slowly trom

i Professionals in Evidence. 


Those who deal in speculative theories 
fad « bury time of it yesterday trying to 
ad Tecent predictions to the existing 
State of facts. Despite the irregularity of 
the market in the last few days, with the 
@xception of out and out bears, the ordi-

“certazinty would be followed by a sub- 
“stantial advance in the market. Traders 
‘were not at al) sure of the accuracy of 
these statements, ana it has been noted 
that their trading was of the nervous or- 
der, Whe bearish crowd has been for 
some time patiently repeating the formula 
that prices being out of proportion to 
present prosperity and even to all pos- 
sible betterment in the next few months, 
there must be a violent break. The mar- 
ket yesterday was sufficiently reactionary 
to be disconcerting to the bullish crowd, 
but scarcely sufficiently so to create any 
feeling of triumph among those commit- 
ted to the short side of the market. Sen- 
timent during most of the day was badly 
mixed. Even those who believed that 
lower prices must be established took a 
speculative position from which they 
could retreat rapidly. Most of the re- 
cruits to the short side of the account 
were content with scalping profits. 
bulk of the trading appeared to be more 
or jess professional. 
*,* 
Stock Distribution Concealed, 

There is a theory current in the cus- 
teumers’ rooms of many brokerage houses 
that certain ancient enmities have been 
healed and that certain spectacular opera- 
tors, or at least one in particular, is not 
antagonistic to certain “big interests” 
any longer. Further, according to this 
theory, this operator is being used as a 
medium to distribute stocks while osten- 
sibiy taking a bearish position and being 
technically short of the market. The lat- 
ter position would, of course, strengthen 
the market rather than anything else, 
while the distribution of actual stock, if 
clearly indicated, might create a stampede 
that would bring prices to a very much 
lower level in short order. Needless to 
say this proposition has not a foundation 
in actual knowledge of the real facts in 
the case, and probably is a deduction 
based merely on certain market incidents 
or on the market position of traders who 
are in doubt as to the wisdom of the at- 
titude they have taken. Nevertheless, 
this theorizing has an influence among 
timid traders.

Weakness in Smelters. 

Further weakness in Smelters yesterday 

helped at least the general reaction in 


] the market and incidentally caused un- 


easiness among those who are not bearish 
on that particular security. For days 
there has been talk of some new Smelting 
combination, and this took the more def- 
inite form of gossip that definite arrange- 
ments had been completed looking toward 
the formation of the new company. No 
official verification was offered during 
market hours. Whether Smelters in it- 
self was a primary influence in the gen- 
eral reactionary tendency or not is diffi- 
cult to say, but it caused sufficient un- 
easiness to compel conservatism and that 
conservatism became timidity when high- 
grade stocks declined rather easily. Part 
of the time the general List showed a 
tendency to strengthen or, as one tape 
watcher phrased it, the market looked 
obstinate. It was not sufficiently ob- 
stinate, however, at the critical times 


during the day. °° 


Effect of Taft Speech. 


Possibly for want of a better expjana- 
tion, the speech of Mr. Taft at the Ohio 
Society dinner on the preeeding evening 
was pointed to as an adverse influence. 
Under ordinary circumstances the Street 
Would have paid no special attention to 
what the President-elect said. It was a 
repetition of his known views on at least 
two subjects—tariff revision and the Sher- 
man lew. The Street is perfectly content 
with its own beliefs that tariff revision 
is a certainty, and any reiteration of the 
possibility cf such a thing does not cause 
any alarm. The Street is also content to 
believe that whatever Mr. Taft may do 
under the Sherman law, or any other 
law, will be done without unnecessary 
noise, and consequently will lack ma- 
terially in disturbing elements. Good 
traders said that a condition existed in 
the market which had no relation to po- 
litical developments and that there was 
no relation between Mr. Taft's speech and 
the speculative result in yesterday’s mar- 
ket.

The smelters to be erected by the Cole- 
Ryan combination, it was said, would be 
built without reference to the location of 
existing smelters, an announcement which 
was taken to mean that the new company 
proposed to carry its competition into the | 
fields now occupied by the American 
Smelting Company. The Utah _ Consoli- 
dated Copper Company is in charge of 
Urban H. Broughton, son-in-law of H. 
ti. Rogers. 

Mr. yan and others interested in the 
new company met yesterday, and the mat- 
ter is likely to be under discussion for a} 
number of days. Next week, it was said, | 
the capitalization and other details of 
the company would probably be an-| 
nounced. The Cole-Ryan group, it is said, | 
has interested in the new project which is 
expected to lead to an important revision 
of customs smelting charges financiers 
connected with the Amalgamated Copper 
Company and the United States Steel 
Corporation, one of the men expected to 
share in the new undertaking being Will- 
iam Rockefeller.
